ALL OF OUR senses — sight, 
hearing, smell, feeling and taste 
itself eombine to make a meal taste 
delicious. You go home at night 
and hear something sizzling in the 
kitchen and the sense of hearing 
gives you an anticipatory feeling 
of pleasure.

proved that the sight of food 
caused digestive secretions to start 
to flow when the sight was pleas­ 
urable and also dried them up 
when the spectacle was disgusting. 
Smell probably enters into taste 
more than either of these senses 
—in fact, it is almost a part of 
taste itself. 
Just exactly what taste is, is 
quite as much of a mystery as 
what any of the other senses are. 
A ccording to the physiologist 
there are four primary tastes, 
sweet, sour, salt and acid, and it 
can be proved by blindfolding a 
person and dipping a pledget of 
cotton in solutions of sugared 
water, salt, vinegar and acid, that 
the tongue is divided into areas 
which appreciate these tastes and 
none other. 
Mixture of Tastes 
But for most of us the pleasure 
of tasting an article of food does 
not depend upon its primary taste 
but upon a mixture of all of them. 
I t would be hard for you to say 
whether such articles as meat and 
potatoes or bread and butter were 
•weet, sour, bitter or salt. 
1 
Hot chocolate, if it is not sweet­ 
ened too much, can be analyzed 
into the four primary taste sensa­ 
tions, but hot chocolate really gives 
pleasure more by its smell than 
by any of the elements of the sense 
of taste. 
No bo dy is able to taste anything 
very much unless the mouth is 
moist or unless the article of food 
is moist. The taste buds in the 
mouth are pocketed in little wells 
*nd in order to reach them the 
article to be tasted must be in so ­ 
lutio n. 


The part that taste plays in nu­ 
trition, in fact, in life and in civili­ 
zation can hardly bo exaggerated. 
Criminals and imbeciles arc said 
to lack taste discrimination almost 
completely. Our senses have made 
our world for us and we have real­ 
ly investigated little else than 
w hat our senses are able to per­ 
ceive. 
Physicists have investigated the 
nature of light, sound, and weight 
because we see, hear, and feel. 
Taste has undoubtedly determined 
the nutrition of our bodies to the 
extent that we like the taste of 
substances which contain vitamins 
and tire of the monotony and in­ 
sipidity of the substances which 
do not contain vitamins and min­ 
erals. 
For this reason I do not 
worry too much about the pro­ 
nouncements of the laboratory 
scientists who think we are likely 
to get into a bad condition of nu­ 
trition because we do not eat the 
substances that have vitamins in 
them. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. K. A .:— If a woman has been 
told that her blood test is absolute­ 
ly perfect, could she have a malig­ 
nant tumor? lt seems to me that 
a cancerous condition in any part 
of the body would show up in the 
blood stream. 
Answer: Cancer has no influ­ 
ence on any blood tests that are 
ordinarily given. There is no sub­ 
stance that occurs in the blood in 
the course of cancer which is 
diagnostic.

The young larvae are white or 
slightly yellow; when these forms 
become mature dark transverse 
bands develop on the dorsal as­ 
pects of the segments. 
The full 
grown larva is about 3 inches 
iq long tapering anteriorly, and end­ 
ing with a flat surface posterior­ 
ly. 
The flies cause great annoyance 
when they attack the sheep to 
deposit larvae, so that the ani­ 
mals stop feeding 
and 
become 
restless. 
They shake their heads 
or press their noses against the 
ground or in between other sheep. 
The larvae irritate the mucosa of 
the nose with their oval hooks 
and spines, causing a secretion 
of a mucus 
on 
which they ap­ 
parently feed. 
Infected sheep have a nasal dis­ 
charge 
and 
sneeze 
frequently. 
Sheep appear to be conscious of 
the irritation caused by the larvae. 
The larvae upon being expelled 
soon develop into mature flics 
that propagate the cycle. 
The larvae can be and is de­ 
posited on the sheep’s nostrils all 
during the summer months up to 
the middle of October. 
After the 
larvae is deposited and crawls 
up into the nasal cavity there is 
little anyone can do to rid the 
sheep of them. 
By keeping the 
sheep nostrils thinly coated with 
pine tar the fly is prevented from 
laying the larvae on them. 
The sheep 
infected are par­ 
ticularly irritated when the lar­ 
vae are in the process of being

w ill if 
you set 
them close together like most of 
us do in our garden. 


This takes place in the spring, 
after the sheep has harbored them 
all winter. 
Old timers used to state in the 
spring that infected sheep had 
“ grub in the head” and their 
method of dealing with it was to 
give the sheep u blow on the 
head with an axe to loosen the 
grub. 
This measure as one may 
readily 
see often removed the 
sheep from among the living as 
well as dislocating the larvae. 
The moderns use chloroform 
which can be and often is equally 
as disastrous. 
In very rare cases 
has it ever been found that the 
nasal fly is fatal to the sheep. 
However, it does affect his com­ 
fort and therefore his prime con­ 
dition. 
Use 
the pine tar fre­ 
quently 
and generously all 
dur­ 
ing the hot months and you will 
not need the axe or the chloro­ 
form next spring. 
The concluding article on par­ 
asites that attack the outside of 
sheep w ill appear in this column 
next week.
